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FIRE IN A HARLEM THEATRE. 


Basement. Blaze Fills | Fille Proctor’s with 
Smoke, but. No Panic Is Caused. 


While about 1,800 persons were in Proc- 
tor’s Theatre at 114 Bast 125th Street 
about 10:15 o'clock last night, the ticket 
choppers and seilers noticed smoke com- 
ing into the from the . basement. 
A hurried investigation showed the fire 
to be in the basement of Miner’s drug 
store, next door. 

The smoke poured into the lobby, and 
when-the doors leading into the theatre 
were opened it. was blown into that part 
the building, where the vaudeville 
show was going on. One of the ticket 
choppers ran to Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany 14, nearby, and told acting Bat- 
talion Chief Lawler what was up.

LONDON TAILORS GIVE CLUE

Made Clothes Sulcide Wore—Sievers 
Enlisted In. United ‘States Army 
and Served In Philippines.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—Through inquiries 
made on behalf of THm New YORK 
Times, it has been learned that the 
young man who committed suicide on 
Novy. 6 at the Hotel Astor, New York, 
where he had registered as Maurice 
Stewart, was Maurice Sievers, a Rus- 
sian nobleman, who was at one time 
connected with the Czar’s household. 
He was the son of a General in the 
Russian A-my. 

The identification, has been estab- 
lished by Trow & Dodd, tailors, of 
Charing Cross, London, who made the 
clothes the suicide was wearing at the 
time of his death. Inquiries made of 
Trow & Dodd after the suicide elicited 
the reply that they could no nothing 
without a sample of the cloth, but they 
also said they had a secret place in 


every suit of clothes made by them 
with the owner’s name.on a label. 

Mr. Muschenheim, proprietor of the 
Astor Hotel, was thereupon communi- 
cated with, with the result that he 
sent. to Londcn a sample of the cloth 
and.also a label with an indistinct name 
on it. These arrived in London to-day, 
and Trow & Dodd immediately identi- 
be- | fied the cloth and label as coming from 
a suit of clothes made for Maurice 
Sievers on July 26, 1906. 

Further investigation shows that the 
Russian spent some .time in London 
that year, living with a family named 
Baker at Putney. When seen to-night 
Mrs. Baker immediately identified the 
photograph of the dead man. She spoke 
highly of Sievers,. saying his father 
was a General in the Russian Army, 


and adding: 

“Toward the end of 1906 he went to 
America and we corresponded until 
lesa than a year ago. Soon after ar- 
riving in America he enlisted in the 
United States Army and was a Corpo- 
ral in Troop I of the Fourteenth Cav- 
alry until April 3 of this year.- While 
in the army he spent most of his time 
in the Philippines, being stationed at

Whenever this occurred, 
the orderiies being obliged to pass through 
the o grounds, mothers who had not 
seen their sick children for a time 
followed the orderlies, weepin wail- 
ing, and pulled the sheets aside to ascer- 

tain whether or not the dead bodies were 
those of their own chiidren. 

“The Health Officer improperly falled 
and omitted. to keep. the steerage mess 
ball or dining room and its equipment, 
including tables, seats, &c:, clean and 
nh proper condition for usé@é as a “~~ 
room.

Toe Much Reliance on Employes. 


“All of the eyidence bearing upon 
quarantine management tends strongly to 
show that the Health Officer has not been 
giving. personal attention to the duties 
of his office, but that, in the main, he 
intrusted the performance of these duties 
to his subordinates. The indications. sug- 
gested by the evidence on. this point are 
all to the effect that the Health Officer 
has been living the social, rather than the 
strenuous life, and that many of the 
shortcomings, tly. complained of and 
eeny established, are traceable to this 


“The Children’s Hospital on Hoffman 
Island, when we consider that it. is in the 
State of New York, and that this is the 
twentieth century, is an anacronism.

Japanese Sald to be Aiding the Rebels 
in Manchurla—Revolutionists Try- 
ing to Regain Han-Yang. 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 4.—Certain German 
firms which have!been charged with sup- 
plying war munitions to the Imperialists 
have received an anonymous warning that 
the charge is being investigated. They 
haye been notified that any one found 
guilty of euch’ practices, foreigner or 
Chinese, will immediately be slain. 

Anxiety is felt concerning the fate of 
a German clerk who has been missing for 
several days, 


PEKING, Dec. 4.—Premier Yuan Shi- 
Kai is having great difficulties with the 
Board of Finance. He appointed a Pres!i- 
dent of-the Board, who declined to serve. 
The Vice President left Peking after in- 
forming his friends that the situation 
was hopeless. The acting President has 
now asked for leave of absence ‘on ‘the 
ground of iliness, but really because he 
was summoned before the National As 
sembly. ‘ 

A considerable sensation -has been 
caused by the discovery that the National 
Assembly, the Foreign Board,’ and the 
Board of. Finance held three different 
texts of the $30,000,000 loan agreement 
negotiated. by Baron Cottu: on behalf. of 
a Franco-Belgian syndicate. This was 
discovered, it is said, when a representa- 
tive of the Foreign Board appeared be- 
ae the National Assembly in secret sés- 
sion. 

A dispatch from Tien-Tsin says that the 
Pe-chi-Li Provincial Assembly has tele- 
graphed to the French Government pro- 
testing against the Cottu loan and declar- 
ing that the National Assembly’s action 
with respect to it was illegal. A message 
has alsé been sent to Peking declarixz 
that the Pe-chi-Li Agsembly has decide 
to withdraw its representatives from the 
National Assembly, which, now musters 
few members beyond the appointees of 
the Throne. Sessions of the . National 
House are being held with about one- 
third the total members in attendance. 

Consular advices say that the armistice 
at Wu-Chang wiil terminate on Wednes- 
day morning, but that it will probably 
be renewed. 

Delegates from the rebel provinces are 
arriving at Wu-Chang, and Yuan Shi- 
Kai's representatives are already there. 

According to Russian official reports 
Urga, capital of Mongolia, has declared 
the autonomy Of the Central Province, 
and the Amban (Chinese representative) 
has asked the Mongol Princes' permission 
to depart. The Amban, however, still 
remains in Urga, because of the issuance 
of a proclamation assuring protection to 
all the Chinese. 

If reports are correct thére is a strange 
association of Japanese with the rebels 
in South Manchuria. Heretofore fear of 
Japanese aggression has prevented th 
Chinese from accépting the assistance o 
the Japanese.

Disposeess Proceedings by Landlord 
Started Actions of Creditors. 


The Hotel Albany and College Inn at 
Broadway and Forty-first Street, passed 
yesterday into a receiver's hands. Judge 
Holt, in the United States District 
Court, appointed McDougall Hawkes, at 
one time Dock Commissioner, ‘receiver 
in a conservation suit brought by the 
A. C. MéLoon Company of. Rockland, 
Me., fish dealer, and creditor for $1,611. 

The’ hotel building {is owned by 
Douglas W. Mabee, who had. leased it 
for a term of years to the Robert P. 
Murphy Hotel Co: Up to five years 
ago it was. known as the Vendome, 
when Murphy took hold of it. He says 
he spent on it In improvements and 
fixtures $160,000. His company was in- 
corporated on July 17, 1906, with a cap- 


ital stock of $10,000, but had nd rating | 


in Bradstreet’s. It assumed a fifteen- 
year rental for the property at $85,000 
@ year till March 1 next, and $100,000 a 
year afterward. ‘ 
‘It is stated that the company has 
been doing a business of $365,000 a year 
for the last five years, but has tallen 
behind in its rent and Mr. Mabee has 
cammenced dispossess proceedings. It 
is alleged that it ts these proceedings 
oe caused the bankruptcy proceed- 
The liabilities are reckoned at 
sie, 000 and the assets at $165,000, but 
creditors are not pressing, and it is 
hoped to be able to save the business 
and keep the hotel open. J. Heinemann 
has a chattel mortgage On a portion of 
tho personal property for $18,000 in re- 
turn. for money loaned, and it is said 
that in February,

BERLIN, Dec. 4.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says that Turkey, as a result 
of Rusgia’s action in Persia, is preparing 
to send the Sixth Army Corps toward the 
Persian frontier. 

Turkey, the dispatch adds, has long 
been endeavoring to establish a hold in 
Northwestern Persia in the vicinity of 
the lake and’ town of Urumiah: She de- 
sires to share in the eventual! partition of 
Persia.

LONDON, Tuesday; Dec. 5.—The po- 
sition of W. Mor, Shuster in Persia 
was discussed in the House of Commons 
yesterday. 

Francis Dyke Acland, Under. Secretary 
for Poms Affairs,, said in reply to a 
question that the British Minister at Te- 
heran had some time ago reported that 
severe tension existed between the Per- 
sian Ministers and Mr, Shuster. This 
; lasted for some weeks and caused the 
resignation of three Cabinet Ministers. 
Recently no information been. re- 
ceived regarding the feeling among the 
Persian people, but. Mr, Shuster’s work 
had oe support of the National Council. 

Phillip E. Morrell spught to extract a 
Ministerial statement on the Persian 
crisis. He described the Russian treat- 
ment of Mr, Shuster as *‘ scandalous and 
disgraceful.’’

Police Matron Says She Saw 
Them .on- the Night Stokes 
Assailants Were Arrested. 


HIS. ILLNESS HALTS CASE 


Defendants’ Attorneys Want to Finish 
Cross-Examination Before Opening 
Their Case—He’s Recovering. 


Evidence bearing on a plea of self-de- 
fense in the case of Lillian Graham and 
Ethel Conrad, who are on trial before 
Justice Marcus in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court for attempting. to mur- 
der W. E. D. Stokes of the Ansonia on 
June 7, was given yesterday by Mrs. Mary 
E. Smith, the matron. of the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Police Station. She testi- 
fied that she discovered red marks upon 
the neck of Miss Graham on the night 
she was arrested, and that Miss Conrad 
said sho had shot Mr. Stokes because he 
was choking her friend. 

Mrs. Smith said she was called down 
from her room to look after the two de- 
fendants about 7:30 on the evening of 
June 7, and said: 

“When I saw the two girls 1, said, 
* Why, what oh earth did you two do?’ 
I thought it was some taxicab trouble, 
and Miss Graham replied: *Oh, F shot a 
man,’ and I said, ‘Why did you do it?’ 
and she-said, ‘Oh, but he was a bad, bad 
man.’ Then Miss Conrad spoke up and 
said, ‘ Yes, Lillian is right.. He was a 
very bad man, and I shot him in the legs 
when I ‘saw. him choking Lillian, | I 
thought I could make him let her go.’ I 
then searched.them both, and found $90 
on Miss Graham anda $17 on Miss Conrad.” 

“What élse happened?"’ asked Mr. 
Buckner. 


“T spoke to them about some letters yf 


belonging to Mr. Stokes, saying: * Mr, 
Stokes says*you have some letters of his, 
and he wants them,’ and Miss Graham 
said: ‘No he don't. He don't give a snap 
for letters.’ Later‘I heard Miss Graham 
complaining about her throat, and went in 
to examine her and found that she had 
two red marks under her ears which ex- 
tended along her throat. They were not 
scratches or abrasions, but just red 
marks, like marks.’’ \ 

She explained that she meant finger 
marks. | On cross-examination she _ told 
Mr. Jordan, counsel for Miss faham, 
that the red marks extended from under 
the ear down to the Adam's apple.. She 
said that the defendants told her they 
bought the revolvers for self-protection.

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, Dec. 4.—George 
W. Perkins, speaking here to-night be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce, advocated 


the Federal regulation of corporations, 
the enlargement of the Bureau of Cor- 
porations of the Department of Com- 
merce. and Labor so as to supervise 
truste, and the establishment of a court 
or commission of business men to pass 
On the intricate questions that arise day 
by day in the evolution of business af- 
fairs. He suggested thet if Corigress can- 
not formulate such a progranime, a com- 
mission be appointed immediately to ex- 
amine and-report’on the matter. 

Mr. Perkins began by pointing out that, 
as half a century ago the introduction 
of machinery had caused riots and blood- 
shed, so the appearance of trusts had 
aroused the utmost hostility, but he de- 
clared the dissolution of trusts is not a 
solution of the question, as we are after 
substance and not form. Moreover, the 
United States must have large business 
concerns, and it is not the size of these 
corporations, but their practices and 
methods that people are afraid of. 

The evils, of which there has been just 
cause of complaint, Mr. Perkins. defined 
as overcapitalization and stock watering, 
unbridle@ control et few men of huge 

aggregations of capital, secret unscrupu- 
lous blind pool methods, and the unfair 
distribution of profits 

“The present chaotic condition must not 
only be amended, it must be ended,” he 
said. “ Persone lly I believe the following 
to be a constructive suggestion 

“That we retdin the basic idea of the 
Sherman law in so far as it etrikes at 
actual restraint of trade, and the acqui- 
sition of monopoly; that we strengthen fts 
purpose pater lily by making clear that 
crime and guilt are personal and not cor- 
porate by making the punishment fit the 
crime; by making clear that men who vio- 
late statutes drawn in plain, unmistak- 

able flish are not to be fined, but im- 
prison ; that inasmuch as we, as a peo- 
pie. now realize that we must have large 

usiness concerns,*and that ane of the 
apparent objects of the Sherman act is to 
prevent the organization of large business 
concerns, something must be done to rec- 
oncile it with changed conidtions.”’

DISORDER AT HARVARD. 

Naturally there will be more severe 
comment on the exclusion of Mrs. 
PANKHURST, in her role of social re- 
former, from Harvard, now that the 
notorious EMMA GoLDMAN has been cor- 
dially received by a party of students 
and invited to lecture to them. A con- 
fused idea of the situation is inevitable. 
Mrs. PaANKHURST is a respectable and 
well-educated woman, who holds to 
“advanced” theories and has the pow- 
er effectively to express them. She 
wanted to lecture on equal suffrage at 
Harvard and the Faculty withheld its 
permission. Most of the parents of the 
young men who are supposed to be get- 
ting. some part of a liberal education 
at Haryard unquestionably approve the 
Faculty’s course. The curriculum of 
Harvard does,not include woman suf- 
frage. Mrs. PANKHURST and her cause 
could derive no substantial benefit 
from her lecture there. Harvard stu- 
dents have much to hear and much to 
learn of subjects within the university's 
scope. The Faculty. has not declared 
itself against or in favor, of woman 
suffrage in prohibiting the lecture. It 
has merely decided to withhold its au- 
thority from discussion of a subject 
out of its sphere. 

But a-‘number of Harvard youths who 
belong to a “Socialist club” have got 
hold of Emma Gotpman, fed her, flat- 
tered her, and invited her to address 
their club. This is particularly un- 
fortunate, as it is not likely that the 
boys understand what a dangerous per- 
son the GoLDMAN woman is, or what 
kind of associates she favors. As a 
“social reformer” she is an arrant 
humbug; her forte is mischief-making. 
The Faculty may not think it worth 
while -to interfere in. this matter, on 
the ground that the university is not 
involved.

' THE SPOILED BOROUGHS. 

Ground was broken yesterday for 
the subway in the Bronx, although 
there is no certainty who will operate 
it, or on what terms. When the exist- 
ing Subway was built the ground was 
not broken: until it was known who 
would operate ft, and on what terms. 
Responsible ‘.capital was pledged in 
@ round amount to the contract that 
the entire property should belong to the 
city at the end of the term, without a 
dollar of cost. Now there is merely a 
moral agreement, with “a company to 
be formed,” by which the city under- 
takes to build the subway and to post- 
pone any return until private capital is 
satisfied. This wasteful bargain is nec- 
essary because the route is so undesir- 
able that private capital saw no profit 
in it and declined to bid. The amount 
involved is nearly a quarter billion, and 
the Bronx is ungrateful because nearly 
half as much has been spent on mere 
bridges to Brooklyn. The Bronx there- 
fore finds the face to demand that dis- 
crimination against it shall cease. 

The Bronx is justified only in so far 
as it ig true that the money fs not be- 
ing spent to the best advantage for 
the Bronx. A quarter of a billion ig 
too much to spend to provide rides 
through subways to Coney Island for a 
nickel in the Summer. It is possible to 
agree with the Bronx in this without 
assenting to the proposition that it is 
being discriminated against. On the 
cofitrary, all the rest of the city has 
been discriminated against in favor of 
the Bronx so long that the Bronx thinks 
there ought to be no end to it. The 
Bronx alone has had the privilege of a 
five-cent fare and rea! rapid transit for 
many years, and has prospered dispro- 
portionately. It is time that this boon 
should be extended to other portions 
of the city, and a beginning has been 
made by giving Brooklyn access to 

Yet Brooklyn is ag inappreciative as 
the Bronx. It wants the sybways which 
will be provided at the expense of oth- 
ers, and whimpers at the trivial portion 
of the burden placed upon it by the in-. 
crease of its assessments. Manhattan 
pays the bills of both these spoiled bor- 
oughs, and hears too much of their 
whimperings and too little of their 
thanks. Brooklyn should console it- 
self by the thought that at last it is to

It will be re- 
membered that Mr. Roospve.tt made 
that suggestion in an article in The 
Outlook some weeks ago. He argued 
that “we have the right now to ask 
that Russia, in this case, specifically 
apply the principles to which she un- 
equivocally committed herself by her 
action in connection with two Hague 
Conferences.” It seemed to him that 
before we exercise our right to give no- 
tice of the abrogation of the treaty “it 
would seem to be wise to ask from 
some impartial neutral body an author- 
itative. construction” of that-provision 
of the treaty under which Russia pre- 
sumes to discriminate against passports 
issued to some of our citizens. 

The simple and sufficient answer to 
this argument is that we cannot submit 
the question to arbitration because we 
could not accept and abide by an ad- 
verse finding by the tribunal. In arbi- 
tral adjustments it is of the very es- 
sence of good faith that both. parties 
submit their case with the understand- 
ing that the decision shall end the dis- 
pute, that it shall be regarded as bind- 
ing. We could not accept a finding in 
favor of Russia because our dignity and 
our honor as a sovereign Nation do not 
permit us to put up with* Russia's as- 
sumption of the right to deny pass- 
port privileges to a certain class of 
American citizens when we ourselves 
permit no such class distinction, and as 
a fundamental principle of our institu- 
tions insist upon the entire equality of 
citizenship. Our right to resent this 
discrimination, and our disposition to 
resent it, would not be in the slightest 
degree diminished by the decision of 
any arbiter. The question is therefore 
not “ justiciable,” and we could not, in 
good faith, submit it to The Hague 
Tribunal. 

Besides, the construction of the treaty 
is not the matter.in dispute. The lan- 
guage of the treaty is clear. We have 
not insisted that it, needs amending, 
much less that it needs authoritative 
interpretation. We protest only against 
the course followed by Russia under 
her own particular interpretation of the 
treaty, which it is our contention that 
it cannot bear, and which she has not 
the shadew of a right. to make. » Of 
course, we have never made a treaty 
with any country tBat would permit the 
other party to it to discriminate against 
any class- of American citizens. We 
could not consent to argue that point 
at The Hague or elsewhere. Argument 
in court connotes an issue and a case, 
which may be decided one way or the 
other, according as the mind of the 
court is convinced by counsel. That 
this is a case for argument and judicial 
decision is not at all our position. We 
ask Russia to abandon a practice 
against which we have protested for 
thirty years, and which we cannot per- 
mit her to continue.. The matter is one 
to be settled betweén Russia and our- 
selves. . No arbitral tribunal can be of 


any help.

GERMANY. 
Some of our friends of German birth 
or descent occasionally write to THE 


Times to complain of what they de-|: 


scribe as an “unfriendly” attitude to- 
ward Gerniany. We have been accused 
by English and French readers of being 
partial to Germany. We may add that 
the kind of comment which we assume 
that our German correspondents do 
not like has been approved by a good 
many Americans of German birth, who 
have come to this country precisely be- 
cause of the facts to which we have 
from time. to time called attention. 

One trouble With our correspondents, 
we imagine, is the tendency to regard a 
nation asa personality, and to attribute 
to it the simple motives that guide the 
conduct of an individual. It {s a con- 
venient mode of thinking, but it has its 
risks. Nations are not individuals; they 
are complex masses of individuals, with 
varying passions and desires and prej- 
udices, and the Government that repre- 
gents a nation and acts for it may not 
have the sympathy or support of- large 
portions of the people. For example, 
when an armed vessel was sent to Aga- 
dir and the Moroccan question was 
raised in a manner that menaced the 
peace of Europe, a mass meeting was 
held In Berlin of some 200,000 people to 
protest against the policy of the Gov- 
ernment. In common speech the action 
of the Government was the action of 
Germany, but {t is plain that It did not 
reflect the purposes and the sentiment 
of all the German people. No one who 
has occasion to write of Germany can 
‘always observe the distinction, but ob- 
viously it should be borne in mind. 

For the German people generally we 
have the most cordial respect and ad- 
miration. No American who comes into

evitable that it should reach out for 
trade and influence into the sparsely. 
occupied and partially exploited regions 
of the earth. Much-of the opposition it 
has incurred from English and French 
sources has been at once selfish and 
foolish, and much of the ill-feeling that 
has thus been bred is needless, and, of 
course, mischievous. The fault has in 
great part been that, not of the German 
people, who have had only a mithor 
part In shaping policies or methods, but 
to a great degree of the ruling class in 
Germany. It.is with regard to their 
conduct and spirit: that our own com- 
ments have usually been made. There 
are many signs that this class will not 
in the future find it as. safe as it has 
been in the past to proceed in the spirit 
they have manifested. Soon or late the 
influence of public opinion makes itself 
felt. Increasing numbers of Germans 
are tired of the strain, economic and 
political, to which they have been sub- 
jected. The change is hopeful 
makes for peace. It is in peace that the 
high destiny of the German people can 
best be worked out. That it'may so be 
worked out is the earnest desire of all 
right-thinking men the world over. 


TAVERNS IN PUBLIC PARKS. 

The tavern in which Mrs. SHANKS was 
killed by poison while drinking, late at 
night, with a party of roystering men 
eccupies city land. It is practically the 
only place of refreshment in Van Cort- 
landt Park, which is a favorite resort 
the year round of many women and 
children. There are ample facilities in 
this beautiful park for golf, polo, lawn 
tennis, basecbatl, boating, and skating. 
There are attractive places for picnics, 
while the pleasing diversity of hill and 
dale, lake, meadow, garden, and wood- 
land commends the park to popular 
favor. In the Summer afternoons it is 
fairly crowded in every part, and the 
Winter sports attract many visitors. 
But, excepting a solitary shack near the 
golf meadows, where pie and sand- 
wiches of a certain quality are sold, 
there is no other refreshment place in 
the park than the so-called Golf House. 

Park Commissioner Hicerns of the 
Bronx, who has done much .to”provide 
for the comfort of frequenters of Van 
Cortlandt Park, and stands high in the 
esteem of all golfers who use the public 
links, has been unable to improve its 
facilities in this respect. A teahouse 
where wholesome light refreshments 
could be obtained would be a desirable 
addition to the park’s conveniences. It 
should be clean and well directed, and 
its prices should _be reasonable. No 
land in the park new unoccupied, how- 
ever, could be spared for a new build- 
ing, and although the Van Cortlandt 
mansion might be used, it is not situ- 
ated in precisely the right part of the 
park, and it serves very ‘well the pur- 
pose to which it is ‘now devoted. 

Clearly a “ road house” tes not needed 
in- Van Cortlandt Park, The city has 
grown up to the Yonkers line, and there 
are plenty of resting places for auto- 
mobile parties out of the park. The 
whole subject of restaurant concessions. 
in our parks needs serious investiga- 
tion. Some of the park inns and re- 
freshment places now existing have 
outlived their usefulness. They Delong 
to an era when the parks ‘were far 
away from the homes of their visitors, 
and transit facilities were primitive. 
The neighborhood of Van Cortlandt 
Park has greatly changed since that 
park was opened. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


For a first snowstorm, 
that of Sunday night and 
Monday morning was, for 
this part of the country, 
both unusually early and 
unusually severe. A few flakes of snow 
fell, indeed, on several previous days, 
and once the ground—in the suburbs— 
was thinly covered, but this was a real 
storm, almost deserving to be called, as 
everybody did call it, a little blizzard. 

It produced, on a small scale, all the 
inconveniences that result from several 
inches of snow in a city which persists 
in half ignoring the certainty of anywhere 
from six to a dozen such falls every Win- 
ter and in making only. halfway adequate 
preparations for meeting them. The woes 
of our transportation services were mul- 
tiplied manifold through the delays or 
suspensions on the surface lines, and 
these troubles were particularly felt in 
the outlying towns, where the trolley 
companies never have enough snowplows 
and never start them at _y éarly 
enough. 

Though this snowstorm mide much 
bother, ft algo made innumerable scenes 
of wonderful beauty, for, beginning with 
rain, the snow remained in amazing quan- 
tities on every tree and wire, as well as 
on the windward side of every building.

WHARTON BARKER'S STATEMENT 


Senator Cummins Was Not Respon- 
sible for its Publication. 


To the Ldiior of The lew York Times: 

My attention has been called to the at- 
tached editorial article found in your is- 
sue of Thursday morning, Nov. 30. I do 
hot often attempt to correct misstate- 
ments with regard to myself or .my 
work, but this article is so grossly un- 
fair that I must be permitted to protest 
against ‘t. 

I am not Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Inter-State Commerce, although 
I am a member of the committee. I had 
nothing whatsoever to do with bringing 
Mr. Barker before the committee, and 
until he began his statement I did not 
know that he was to appear. While I 
had heard something of Mr. Barker I do 
not remember of ever having seen him 
until he arose to speak. To hold me. re- 
sponsible for his appearance, or for the 
way in which the newspapers gave pub- 
licity to what he said is the climax of all 
the injustice I ever suffered at the hands 
of the public press. 

It must not be understood that in mak- 
ing this disclaimer I am in any wise im- 
puting blame to the Chairman of the com- 
mittee, Senator Moses BE. Clapp. Upon tn- 
quiry I find that Mr. Barker's name was 
given by some one to the Chairman as one 
of the persons who ought to be invited to 
give his views upon the subject we are 
examining. Senator Clapp supposed that 
Mr. Barker’s statements would relate to 
the anti-trust law, and had not the least 
intimation of the character of the state- 

ments he desired to make. There was no 
ay Sty thing he could have done except 

to stop him after he had entered upon his 
tirade against Roosevelt, and I leave you 
to imagine what the newspapers would 
have said of the committee if there had 
been an attempt of that sort: The hear- 
ings in progress are open hearings, and 
if the Chairman were to limit appear- 
ances to selections of his own he would 
be: justly censurable. 

In my judgment, the newspapers were 
the real offenders, for although Mr. Seth 
Low occupied the greater part of the day. 
in a careful, comprehensive review of the 
whole. subject, well worthy of close at- 
tention and of the most studious reflec- 
tion, the report of the day’s proceedings 
was almost wholly devoted to emphasizing 
in glaring headlines what Mr, Barker said, 
with an incidental suggestion that Mr. 
Low. was also’ before the committee. It 
is only necessary to refer you to your own 
paper of Wednesday, Nov, 20, to show you 
how the Barker episode was permitted to 
obscure everything said by Mr. Low.

down!’ These are the words of John Mitchell, 
Vice President of the American Federation of 
Labor, and upon this idea, which he says hé 
gained as a miner, he based his opinion that 
the building of The Los Angeles Times was 
destroyed by gas and not by. dynamite. 

Mr, Mitchell here adopts a very common 
error which I exposed in an article on ‘* Popu- 
lar Falladcies*’ appended to the third edition 
of my book on ‘‘ The Seven Follies of Science."’ 
The explanation of the apparent downward 
action of dynamite is quite simple. The de- 
structive power of dynamite and similar explo- 
sives is due te the tremendous rapidity with 
which the resulting gases expand in every 
direction. when the explosion takes place. In- 
deed, sc rapid is this explosive action that 
neither solid nor aerial matter can get out of 
its way fast enough, so that even when there 
is no solid material placed over the dynamite 
to concentrate the action of the expanding 
gases the atmosphere itself becomes almost 
as effective as a solid weight. On @ stone slab 
three feet square there rests a load of air 
weighing nearly nine tons. Now this air, if 
moved slowly, does not offer much resistance 
to the moving agent. The most delicate .fan, 
if moved very slowly in the air does not even 
bend; if moved rapidly it bends very percepti- 
bly, and if moved with great velocity it breaks. 
We can easily see, therefore, that when an 
effort is made to move nine tons of air with 
the velocity of tie gases evolved by exploded 
dynamite the air will offer almost the resist- 
ance of a solid body, and a stone slab, theugh 
hard and strong, breaks under the blow. 

In consequence of this great rapidity of ac- 
tion dynamite acts locally ‘but in every direc- 
tion, An explosion of gas does not act with 
such tremendously rapid local energy as does 
dynamite; it gives a push rather than @ bidw. 
From the meagre accounts which I saw of the 
Los Angeles. explosion be was convinced that 
the explosion was d by dynamite or some 
high explosive, and not by any less locally ac- 
tive agent, JOHN PHIN.

The Kaiser's eelection of “ Pola” for this 
gala occasion might be ascribed to' his desire 
to please Mr. Roosevelt, but certainly the orig- 
inal performances were not influenced by any 
such consideration. 

In order to have the exact facts appear, I 
@m. now prepared to reveal the interesting 
news that Mr. Nevin bribed his way into the 
Royal Opera House of Berlin. The exact sum 
paid by him can also be disclosed—1 mark, or 
24 cents in- American money, the tip given by 
him to the doorkeeper of the Royal Opera 
House when Mr. Nevin called without any in- 
troduction of any kind to secure an interview 
with the foyal intendant. 

Not only has Mr. Nevin never met the Kais- 
er, but did not bear a single letter of intro- 
duction to the powers that be at the Berlin 
Opera, nor in high official circles. The scure 
was examined by Dr. Muck and accepted by 
him as being the only new work worthy of 
acceptance out of eleven operas examined at 
that time.

ATTACK SHE SHERMAN ACT. 


Criminal Section Unconstitutional, 


Packers Plead. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The b&f pack- 
ers’ casé reached the Supreme Court of 
the United States in a different way to- 
day when John 8. Miller and Levy Mayer, 
of counsel for the indicted officials, 
moved for a stay of proceedings against 
the defendants and for their release on 
bail pending the appeal to the Supreme 
Court from the final order of the Circuit 
Court of the Northern District of Ilinois 
quashing a writ of habeas corpus. 

The defendants are Louis F. Swift, 
Charles H. Swift, Francis A. Fowler, 
Edward Tilden, Arthur Meeker, Thomas 
J. Connors, Edward Morris, and Louis 
H. Heyman. The civil suit against the 
Beef Trust was dropped by ‘the Govern- 
ment in order to prosecute the individual 
defendants criminally. To-day when the 
defendants’ brief was filed Assistant At- 
torney General Harr informed the court 
that the Government’s objection to the 
motion was already on file. 

The appeal to the Supreme Court is a 
direct attack upon the constitutionality 
of the criminal sections of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust act, and the need for settling 
that question once and for all is urged 
By counsel in the briefs asking for delay 
of the criminal suits brought under that 
act. The brief sugests that it is specially 
important that on the day Congress con- 
venes steps should be taken to advise the 
legislative branch of the Poverament as 
to the éxact act status of the ww.

Kighty-Ton Frales Cars, 


The Pennsylvania Railroad has decided 
to anticipate the development of several 
years in the size of freight cars by con- 
structing coke cars with a, capacity more 
than 50 per cents in exeess of that of the 
largest cars now in use, The new cars 
are to be of.the gondola and hopper type, 
built to carry eighty tons of material, al- 
though owing to the great bulk of coke, 
they will hold only. 93,000 pounds of that 
product. The new gondolas and hop- 
pers «are to be 52 feet long overall, 
whereas~the largest cars now in use, 
which are on the lines of the Pittsburgh 
& Lake Erie, are 46 feet long. The great

Im Northern Pacific Territory.
